In a letter, written at Kingston 
in the year 1829, addressed to Dr. 
I-ee, convenor of a committee of 
the Geaeral Assembly of the 
Church of Scotland, Dr. Strachaii 
makes the following statement: 
"At Newmarket the Inhabitants arc 
ready, and have long been, to 
hulld a church the moment A 
clergyman Is assigned to them, but 
this Is a condition with which it 
has not yet been convenient to 
reply." When the Rev. Isaac 
Fidtcr visited the Bishop In Que- 
bec In 1832, he was told that the 
clergyman serving the district 
from Newmarket to Pcnctangulsh- 
enc — an Oxford University man — 
had become discouraged and had 
left. The Rev. Adam Blllott fre- 
quently, mentions Newmarket in 
his reports. 

In 1831 a church was built. Mr. 
Elliott was succeeded by Rev. II. 
H. O'Neill, bilt It was not until 1838 
that Newmarket was made the 
centre of a mission definitely In the 
of the Rev. It. TUhlll.

Picketters Get 
What They Want 



C. Foster, business agent of tho 
International Ladles' Garment 
Workers' Union, Toronto, has 
Issued the following statement. 

"After striking and plckcttlng In 
Newmarket for nine weeks the 
strike against the Paradise Waist 
Co. ( formerly of Toronto, carried 
on by tho Dressmakers* Union, 
local 72, I. U G. W. U., because of 
agreement violations and throwing 
20 people out of work, Is finally 
settled. 

"The firm has moved Us plant 
back to Toronto and Is re-emptoy- 
Ing all of Its former employees 
under the conditions and wages set 
out In the existing union agree- 
ment that covers tho Industry In 
Toronto. 

"We take this last opportunity of 
once again thanking the citizens 
for the support and courtesy they 
have given and shown our pickets 
and officials." 

The union has issued the fol- 
lowing statement: "In the leaf- 
lets we issued, we explained to 
you the reasons why we hnd tie* 
dared n strike against this firm 
and carried on picketing in your 
town. We gave as one of the 
main reasons, the fact that this 
firm had signed n union agree- 
ment with us covering wages 
and, conditions for n period of 
two years. 

"By moving Its plant into your 
town, tlie firm threw out of 
employment 20 members of our 
union, who were dependent for 
their livelihood upon their jobs. 
We felt that the firm had vlo- 
latcd ilJ solemn obligations and 
we were therefore determined to 
use every effort to have this firm 
re-established under the old 
status quo and to re-employ its 
former employees and resume 
their obligations. 

"Naturally, In the heat of tho 
struggle to save these Jobs, harsh 
words mid arguments were used. 
•'However, for Ihe hist few 
weeks negotiations have been 
carried on between the firm and 
the union at which an under- 
standing was reached and we are 
now happy to Inform you that 
the firm will rc-estnbllsh Itself 
in their old promises in Toronto.

USE OF WORD "PACIFIST" 

;The word "pacifist" is used rather loosely. It 

is most commonly used to describe those who do 
not believe in the use of arms and who say- that 
they would refuse to take up arms even if con- 
scripted. It is also frequently used to describe 
a much larger class of people who are workers 
for international peace, who believe that they can 
bring about v/orld peace by cultivating peacc- 
mindedness in themselves and their fellow 
countrymen while other peace workers in other 
countries do likewise. 

Cry For Action 

The veterans' publication, the Legionary, says: 
"With the •reprieve* given by the Munich agree- 
ment, there may be time to repair some of the 
fences which the apathy of our people, the com- 
placency of politicians and the so-called pacifists, 
who have been loudest in their clamor for action 
against the totalitarian states, have brought to a 
condition of virtual decay." It scorns to us that 
in the Chechoslovakian crisis the honors were 
pretty well divided in crying for action, but in 
the Spanish crisis the cry of dismay may well 
have come most loudly from some of those who 
have been trying to build up in Canada a senti- 
ment for peace. Many ardent supporters of the 
League of Nations ideal were among those who 
felt that Britain and France, by entering into the 
non-intervention agreement with Italy and Ger- 
many, who did not keep their word, were being 
unfair to the government of Spain. Many 
enthusiastic believers Jn democracy were anxious 
for democrnctic countries to intervene on the 
loyalist side, but wiser counsel prevailed. And that 
"apathy of our people," referred to in the same 
article, may be just a more or less natural dis- 
inclination of parents to offer their sons up as a 
.sacrifice in the backyard quarrels of Europe, 



THAT DUTY TO VOTK 

Next year or 1040 will be a federal election 
year. No issues are in sight, unless the U. S. 
trade treaty is going to be contentious. There is 
likely to be another battle between the "ins" and 
"outs," those who have jwwer, influence and 
patronage and those who want it. 



SOW TUB WIND, RKAP THE WHIRLWIND 

A few weeks ago wc wrote that Mr. Hepburn 
was doing no good by making wild statements 
about Ontario being "the milch cow" for the rest 
of Canada, when, as every intelligent person 
knows, Ontario and Quebec are the greatest 
beneficiaries of confederation. Mr. Hepburn is 
promoting disunity. Now farmers of western 
Canada are again discussing the formation of a 
separate dominion from the western Ontario 
boundary to the Pacific. The Saskatchewan 
section of the United Formers of Canada have 
instructed their directors to study the possibility 
"of setting up a western autonomous state within 
the British Empire." Note what the introducer 
of the motion had to my: "Premlor Hepburn of 
Ontario says that the cast is being used as a 
milch cow for the west, and now Ixwpokl 
Mneaulay, Ontario Conservative leader, backs 
him up In this attitude . . . Unless soma arrange- 
ment with eastern Canada can be made whereby 
the economic 80l-lip can be made more favorable 
to the western farmer, there appears to be no 
alternative than to try It alone." Mr. Hepburn 
may lose us our western market. 




A HOBBY SHOW 

Bowmanville Lions club is planning to hold a 
hobby show in the spring. Referring to this plan, 
a speaker before the Home and -School Association 
of that town said that every person, man, woman 
and child, should have a hobby, as a promise of 
happiness and long life. This particular subject 
is a hobby-horse of ours, a horse we have ridden 
pretty hard in the past. Perhaps it is because 
the writer has no particular hobby of his own. 
Something we do because we feel that we have 
to do it, or because we think it will help us earn 
a living, is not a hobby. For instance, the writer 
makes a sort of half-job of The Era garden, but 
that is not a hobby, because, pleasant as it may 
be, it is done with a sense of necessity, to present 
a passable public appearance. He also enjoys 
a little photography, but that isn't a hobby either, 
for the motive is to learn to take pictures for 
publication. Each one of us should pursue a 
hobby, which is complete relaxation, taking pic- 
tures if we don't have to take pictures, growing 
flowers if we don't have to grow flowers, making 
model aeroplanes or kites or model sailing-ships, 
or patchwork quilts for the fun of making them 
and not because they will be useful.

hobby show is held by the boys of the Broadview 

Y. M. C. A., Toronto, every year. It is an enter- 
taining sort of exhibition. Each boy displays the 
result of his own handiwork, and prizes are 
given for the best workmanship. Under our new- 
course of studies in the public schools, exhibitions 
of public school work amount to a hobby show. 
But it would be nice to have a community hobby 
show, where older folks might exhibit embroidery 
or pieces of furniture. 



TURNING A STRAIGHT FURROW 

To do a thing well is one of the great joys of 
life. The man who does his job well is a happy 
man. He is nn expert and a specialist. An 
interesting story of the young man, of Simcoe 
county, 21 years old, who won the novice plow- 
ing honors at the international plowing match at 
Minesing, is told in the Midland Free Press. Here 
are a few extracts from an interview with his 
father: "Morris began to plow when he was 14 
years old and he has been at it ever since. When 
he told me he would like to compete at Minesing 
I encouraged him . . . Plowing comes natural 
to our family. Father was a good plowman and 
he taught us how to turn a straight furrow, keep 
the ground level and the furrows the same depth 
and width apart. This field has been plowed for 
many years and you can see there are no lumps 
in it ... I went down with him to Minesing, 
and we took our own team, so that he perhaps 
had some advantage over the fellows who were 
using strange horses. I looked after, the horses 
and walked behind him as he plowed, coaching 
him the best I knew how. Was I a proud father 
when the results were announced? . . . You 
cannot blame me if I swelled up a bit." 

Father And Son 

Need we add that one of the other great joys 
in life, as revealed by this gifted interviewer, J. 
H. Cranston, is the pride of a father in a son he 
can pal with and work with and help to achieve 
achievements. Mr. Cranston is the former editor 
of the Toronto Star Weekly and seems tobeenjoy- 
ing himself greatly as a town editor. Perhaps 
he is able to bring out the pride of lite plowman's 
father because he too has a son who is working 
with him and , doing n fine job. Since we have 
come to know the weekly newspapermen of the 
province, we have come to think that there is no 
class of men doing more with less thought of 
reward than they, and the Cranslons of Midland 
stand near the top of the list. 



How far we have come in the improvement of 
international relations in the last 30 yeaivi! In 
pre-war clays a nation, particularly a great power, 
was likely to declare war immediately in reply to 
an affront, insult or attack on its nationals. Now 
as a result of the new diplomacy brought in with 
the League of Nations and the world court, the 
nations count teir before they demand an apology 
and they are inclined to accept the sinology rather 
than go to war.

And we think 
that Britain reveals her greatness as u display of 
might would not reveal it, for the greatness of 
Britain is not in her arms but In her contribution 
to the arts and sciences of civilization. 



PHEASANT SHOOTING 

In the first place, let us admit that we arc 
prejudiced. Wc would sooner see a bird at large 
than in a game bag. We even sympathize with 
those people who have to wring the necks of 
domestic fowl. Nevertheless, we understand the 
pleasure of n day outdoor*, the thrill of the hunt 
and the joy of success (unless, as happened to 
those bow-and*arrow hunters in northern Ontario 
the other day, n |x>or little deer turns its plead* 
log eyes to the hunter before it expires). Wc 
can understand hunting and hunters, but, frankly, 
we don't see much sport In killing pheasants. 
The only odds against the hunter are that ho may 
not stumble over a flock of birds, but the odds 
are nil against the hunter, with reasonable skill, 
who starts up some of these tome pheasants. Ono 
could almost kill them with a stick. It is simply 
murder to give birds sanctuary for 303 days in 
the year, to build up tholr confidence in the 
harmlcamcss of humans, and then to open fire on> 
them. 

Feed The Birds, Cull The Tune 

No doubt if there wcro no open season these 
birds, would increase at an undesirable rate. U 
thoy must bo slaughtered, leave the slaughtering 
to the farmoni who hnvo fed the pheasants. Lot 
farmers have tho prlvilogo for a few days o year 
of killing birds on their own farms but not on 
yono olso's farm nor on the public highway*, 
c pheasant* fatten on the groin left. In the

Members of Rotary clubs have to give "classi- 
fication talks," in which they explain how they 
make their own living. John .lames, of the

It was asked if the eating of 
potato skins (baked) was advis- 
able and she said, "If they are 
palatable to the individual, all 
right." One woman said she 
baked hers at a temperature of 
450 degrees for 45 minutes, 
picked them with a fork a few 
minutes before removing from 
the oven and the potatoes came 
out fluffy and the skins crisp and 
delicious. 

Another question asked was 
about the making of cocoa, and 
her answer was that cocoa must 
be boiled for a few minutes as 
it contains cornstarch and it is 
not sufficient just to pour boiling 
water on it. 

Miss Smith, speaking of can- 
ning, said that we can blame any 
failure to keep our canned pro- 
ducts on lack of cleanliness. No 

matter how much we sterilized 
our jars, if we allowed our 
fingers in the process of bottling, 
to come in contact with the con- 
tents, we destroyed all we had 
gained by sterilizing the jars.

These with vegetables and 
fruit, cooked carefully and served 
generously, would discourage a 
loo abundant use of pie and cake, 
which were all right in their 
place, but only there. 

Altogether, Miss Smith gave a 
worth while talk, and 1 think 
there was not one woman there 
who did not carry away some 
little helpful hint, which would 
add to the family health and 
comfort.

ft letter from a young man who Is 
teaching In a rural school The 
latter contained a report of the 
values of ft travelling library which 
ho used last winter In the commun- 
ity where ho was teaching. 

When our friend received the 
library, which Is provided by the 
depart men t of education at no co<tt 
except the payment of transpoiiu- 
tlon one way, we decided to assist 
him with local publicity. Sheets 
explaining the service of the lib- 
rary and listing some of the books 
went mimeographed. The children 
of the school considered them- 
ftehv* greatly honored when they 
weiit entrusted with the responsi- 
bility of delivering ono of these to 
each home In the community. 

Adults began asking iltu children 
to bring them hooka as they came 
from school. Other adults began 
to drop In at the school to secure 
reading matter. They stopped for 
ft few minutes to talk about hooks, 
and crop*, und weather, and n hun- 
dred other subjects. There wns a 
real social value In these nrtpmlnt- 

The teacher started a t*tudy 
group among soroo of the younger 
people or the neighborhood. A few 
of thorn met onco a week to dis- 
cuss co-operation at homo and 
abroad. The teacher had this sub- 
ject In mind whon ho asked for 
the library; ho requested special 
books on cooperation in Denmark 
and tho United States; and ho re- 
ceived them. Now tho local folks 
read thcue books and talked about 
their contents, In fact they got mi 
inln rested III what progressive 
people were doing that they for- 
got tho trivial gossip of the 
countryside. 

As well as hooks which Intcroit- 



r<l the adults there were a number 
which thrilled the school children. 
"The little ones found magic in 
their pages," wroto the y«mng 
teacher. I do not know anything 
about the permanent library of this 
Kchool, but I do know that many 
rural school* contain no libraries 
worthy of the name. To some of 
these youngsters the ease of W> 

books brought xi new light on lit- 
erature and living. 

When the local school board 
hlud this young man they were 
probably Interested In securing 
someone who could teach the chil- 
dren according to the reirulroments 

of fur department of education. 

They would not expect him to pro. 
vide a library service and a atudy 
group for adult education. I do 
Hot even know whether they ap- 
preciated these activities or not. 
Hut I am convinced that -In going 
beyond What was expected of him 
this young man has made n very 
teal contribution lo a more abun- 
dant life for the people of his 
school section. 

Mix* P. Hpcrcmutt Is the very 
able lady in charge of the travel- 
ling libraries. Hue was very much i 
encouraged when she ivad tho re- 
port by the young teacher. "One 
could do almost anything to help 
such a person," she said. And that 
Is Just how I feel about It.

When osked If either of 
the two men had shot anything, Mr. 
Proaser answered that he didn't see 
anything. 

Two charges of having liquor In 
an illegal place were reduced to 
consuming and Robert Burnfleld, 
Nobleton, and Elmer Snider, Kleln- 
burg, were each fined $10 and coats 
of $8, or ten days. The liquor 
seized was ordered to be confis- 
cated. 

County Constabtc Ronald Watt 
stated that he found a bottle con- 
taining South African brandy In 
the car in which Burnfichl and 
Snider were sitting outsldo a dance 
hall at Nobleton. The constable 
said that there was evidence that 
both had been drinking, as their 
breaths smelt of liquor but that 
neither was intoxicated. 

For not having license plate* on 
his car, Howard Patton, Kettteby, 
was fined $2 and costs, or three 
days, and was given one week to 
pay the fine. 

Constable Morris Haywaul stated 
that ho was called to an accident 
between the sixth and seventh con- 
cessions of King township and 
found Patton's car without any 
license plates. 

Mr. Patton told the magistrate 

that he was out of work and that 
ho was fixing the car up to make 
It Into a tractor. He wns just 
tryjpg out the brakes by backing 
the car out of tho lane when his 
car ran Into another one on the 
road, Mr. Patton said. 

A fine of $10 nnd costs of $9, or 
ten days, was imposed on Lloyd 
Brown. Schomberg, after a charge 
of having liquor in no Illegal place 
was reduced to consuming. The 
nine bottles of ale found tn his car 
were ouleied to be confiscated. 
Defence counsel was Campbell Line, 
Richmond Hill. 

"On Oct. 16, at 12.15 a. m.. I 
stopped a car on the main street In 
Schomberg." testified County Con- 
stable Ronald Walt. "I searched 
the car and found three empty beer 
bottles. In the trunk at the back, 
which was locked, I found n case 
Containing nine quart bottles of ale. 
The driver admitted the beer wan 
his. Approximately half an horn 
after this the accused stopped me 
at the north end of Schomberg and 
asked mc how much I would take 
to settle It." 

"I won't admit that evidence, as 

It is not material," stated defence 
counsel. 

"I'll admit it," answered the 
magistrate. 

"The accused was not taken Into 
custody nnd ho asked mc how much 
1 would take to forget the whulo 
thing and give him back his beer," 
continued the constable. "J 
Immediately pulled away and said 
nothing. The accused had been 
drinking but he was not intoxi- 
cated." 

County Constable Floury corro- 
borated the evidence of Constable 
Watt and added that Brown drove 
up and down the street three or 
four times. Ho told him to go 
home or he'd be locked up and then 
tho accused offered them the 
money, tho constable said. 

"A man who hns been drinking 
Is not rcapon.slblc for everything ho 
says," stated tho magistrate in re- 
ducing the charge to one of con- 
Miming. 

A charge of making a bad left 
hand turn laid against Herman 
Falrbarn, Stnynur, was dismissed 
by the magistrate, who said it was 
a case for the civil courts. Mr. 
Stew n r t, Harrle, was defence 
counsel. 

Mr. Bennett stated that ho was

There are many, many samples 
of handicraft to be seen every- 
where around us, day by day, 
but it was one particular type 
that came to my mind today as 
I was *'housecleaning , • my woven 
willow fernery, and re-potling 
the ferns. You know, I expect, 
what I refer to— the sort of wic- 
ker-work oblong affairs, like a 
box on four legs, that we keep 
standing by a window to hold 
house-plants. And I began by 

wondering if the chap that made 

mine had been around again, and 

I had not been home, for if he 
was, I have missed him. 

Other housewives may recall 
him, for he was very pleasant, 
and didn't press one to buy if 
they were not so inclined. He 
and his young son came round 
in an old motor-car selling the 
result of their handicraft and 
this was what he told me. Like 
many another he could find little 
or no work in the city, and had 
a wife and two children depend- 
ent on him. Living as they did 
in the city, their thoughts turned 
to a holiday in the country dur- 
ing the summer— but with little 
hope of ever realizing their 
dream. 

Just how the idea originated he 
couldn't tell, but they decided to 
learn the handicraft of willow- 
weaving, and if they could make 
and sell things that housewives 
liked and needed, they might 
manage to live on the income 
from their work in the country 
during the summer. 

As soon as fine weather arriv- 
ed they stored everything not 
absolutely necessary — bought a 
second-hand car, and a second- 
hand tent, and with necessary 
things for their work, off they 
set. Of course they had to pick 
a spot where the proper kind of
